Telephone company 
completes expansion 


Southern Bell Telepnone Co, 
has completed a $110, 000 cable 
relief project in Letcher County. 

The project was an expansion 
and extension of telephone facil- 
ities into the Blackey area, said 
J. M. Gipe, Pikeville, manager 
of Southern Bell operations in 
Letcher County. 

Completion of the project will 
enable the company to provide 
improved service to present tele- 
phone users and new service to 
others, Gipe said, It also pro- 
vides the feeder facilities needed 
to extend telephone service to 
the Kingscreek, Linefork, Defeat- 
ed Creek and Carcassonne areas, 

Gipe said the telephone com- 
pany will spend about $300, 000 
in Letcher County for outside 
plant facilities during 1964. In 
addition, it has spent $20, 000 
for equipment additions to the 
Whitesburg central office. 

The cabin relief project just 
completed in Blackey involved 
installation of 75, 000 feet of 
cable, ranging in size from 200 
pair cable down to 100 pair ca- 
ble, Gipe said.

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Housing bids taken 


Whitesburg Municipal Housing 
Commission members have ac- 
cepted the bid of Ramsey and 
Clubb Construction Company of 
Shelbyville to build the city's 
new 40-unit low-rent housing 
pro ect. 

The firm bid $495, 000, Since 
the amount is 000 above the 
$450, 000 budgeted for the pro- 
ject, some changes will be made 
in the plans to bring the bid 
down. All changes are subject 
to the approval of the Atlanta 
office of the federal Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, which is 
financing the project. 

Don Brown, executive director 
of the commission, said he be- 
lieves the necessary savings can 
be made by changing from LP 
gas to electric heat, Negotia- 
tions on rates for electric heat 
are now under way with the Ken- 
tucky Power Company.
